House — considered by many to 
be the best high school center in 
Michigan, 
and 
you’ve 
got 


enough goodies to whet the 
appetites of most fans. 
St. Jt)e ((vO) takes on Benton 
Harbor (2-3) in their traditional 
tourney opener at 8:30 p.m. 
Monday in the Bear gym, after 
Saginaw (4-1) faces tournament 
newcomer Denby (5-0) in the 
first game. The championship 
game is set for 8::i0 p.m. 
Tuesday, following the con­ 
solation game between Mon­ 
day’s losers. 
“It should be a tremendous 
tournament,” declares Benton 
Harbor coach Earl McKee. “We 
are the worst team (record 
basis) in the tournament. But I 
think we can play better than 


what our record implies. We 
aren’t 
as 
bad 
as 
things 
seem....we coiild be 5-0.” 
Benton Harbor features H-4 
senior Russell Steele, southwes­ 
tern Michigan’s second leading 
scorer with a 25.6 average; 5-9 
senior Ray Thompson, who is 
averaging 16.8 per game, and 
6-4 senior Bennie Bowers, a 
rebounding standout. 
St. Joseph will counter with 
6-5 junior D^le Wright (18.5), 
6-0 senior Cor\' Benford (13.5), 
5-10 senior Mike Collier (12.0) 
and 6-2 senior Dave Ziebart 
(10.5). 
Bear coach George Gaunder 
sees rebounding as the key as­ 


pect of the .game for his squad. 
‘ They 
are 
always 
tough 
rebounding and always tough on 
those second and third shots,” 
explains the veteran mentor. 
“We’ve got to react to the si­ 
tuation and block out.” 
If 
rebounding 
concerns 
Gaunder, 
McKee 
must 
be 
somewhat worrit'd over St. Joe’s 
field goal iuid free throw shoot­ 
ing. The Bears are hitting 46 per 
cent from the tloor and 75 per 
cent from the lines. 
“We have to have our board 
strength against St. Joe,” adds 
McKee. “They are going to 
match us in every other depart­ 
ment. We've got to keep our 


turnovers down and relx)und to 
stay in the game.” 
St. Joe also apj^ears to have a 
shortage of depth, so McKee 
would like to see the Bear 
starters get into foul trouble. 
“We are going to make it an 
aggressive game and see what 
happens...and hopt' they do get 
into foul trouble.” 
Mike Tinberg, a 
junior, 
appears about ready following 
being sidelined with a knee in­ 
jury and could provide some 
bench strength for St. Jw . 
But neither St. Joe or l^nton 
Harbor appears as powerful as 
the Tars from Detroit Denby, 
which has 6-7 Rudy Watley to go 


along with the 6-11 House. 
House, who set a school 
record with a 43-point game 
earlier this month, is averaging 
33 points and more than 20 
rel)ounds per game. 
IX'nby coach Hitl)ert Shannon 
has sec'n sf>me of the gr»od ones 
the Detroit area has produced

Watley is averaging 12 points 
and 15 rebounds per game. He 
missed the first part of last 


season with a broken leg, but 
upon his return, the Tars won 12 
in a row before losing in the 
Class A regional finals. Another 
Denby standout is 6-2 James 
Newman, who is averaging 21 
points |)er game. 
“This tt'am has the p<itential 
to be an excellent ball club.” 
concludes Shannon, “but we 
have some improving to do.” 
Saginaw coach C:harles Coles 
also st'es the possibilities of big 
things for his club. dc*claring 
that his Trojans have the “po­ 
tential to b(* among the top five 
teams in the state.” 
Saginaw comes to the tourney 
hot off a win over Highland

A phone survey 
showed 20 districts have fact-finding in progress, 19 are in nego­ 
tiations and one has teachers working without a contract. Farly 
this month, 51 districts were without contracts, compared to 101 
without contracts on Sept. 30.
